Rivermont Miniatures are seedlings of 12 to 18 months of age. These plants are well rooted and established 
in 1-1/2" pots. Do not confuse these plants with thumb pots which have been offered to you in the past in the 
price range between $2.00 and $3.50, because the plants are younger and consequently smaller. Usually 
they average from lL" to 1-1/2" in height and treated culturally like any other small seedling. 


Those of you who have had experience inremoving plants from acommunity pot are well aware of the many 
difficulties involved, particularly in the separation of the massive, tangled root systems. By excluding this 
undesirable stage and, instead, transplanting our seedlings directly from the transplanted flask into indivi- 
dual pots, the original roots of each plant are permitted to develop freely and unhampered. Uponshifting, 
no injury occurs to the root system, therefore, eliminating the possibility of shock that causes inevitable 
setback; thus, the plant rapidly becomes acclimated to its new surroundings. 


Our improved cultural technique for growing seedlings, which by-passes the undesirable community pot 
stage, cuts the cost of labor and other materials, and most important the length of time required to bloom 
these vigorous growing plants.
